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REED AND THE. RULES, 


THE SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE PLAY- 
IN A BOLD GAME 


AND OVERRIDING ALL PRECEDENT 


The cheme of the Republicans to Oust the 
Democrats in Every Contested Case-— 
Other Washington Gossip. 


Wasnineton, January 22.—{Special.}—A 
state of affairs exists in the house of repre- 
sentatives at present, the equal of which this 
country has never known. 

Speaker Reed’s recent rulingsare denounced 
by the democrats as the greatest outrages upon 
parliamentary proceedings ever inflicted upon 
the people of this country. That they are 
going to fight every inch of ground, however, 
has been determined upon. Reed’s arbitrary 
ruling yesterday was only a preliminary 
step or an entrance wedge, as_ it 
were. He is evidently going further. Here 
is the programme: Senator Quay has taken a 
hand in the house proceedings, and is advising 
the best political course to be pursued. He 
has called upon the president and advised with 
him. Quay requested that he be allowed to 
say tothe leading republicans in the house, 
that the president and he thought the best 
course for the house to pursue was to proceed 
with legislation under the rules adopted 
for the consideration of a measure’ as it 
comes ip, or to make rules to suit the occa- 
sion and proceed in this manner, giving the 
speaker absolute power until the contested 
election cases’ had been disposed of. ‘Then the 
republicans would havea sufficient majority 
to enact a code of rules that would go to the 
utinost extreme, giving the majority 
unlimited power and taking away from the 
minority all rights. 

With such rules the republican party could 
enact legislation to suit themselves and such 
legislation that will assure the re-eleetion ofa 
republican house and executive. President 
Harrison consented. Then Quay talked with 
Reed and the republican house leaders, who 
decided to adopt such a course of proceedure. 
And they proceeded at once to attempt to put 
it in effect, for this afternoon, after the debate 
on the federal prison bill, Mr. McKinley 
moved to go in committee of the whole to con- 
sider his administrative tariff bill under the 
rules of the last house. 

CRISP FACKS THE CZAR. 

judge Crisp was, however, ready for him, 
and moved an adjournment, calling the ayes 
and noes. Of course the democrats were yoted 
down, a8 a large number were absent, but Mr. 
McKinley gave in by then moving to adjourn. 

in order to detract democratic attention 
from the proposed republican plan, Mr. Reed 
has called the first meeting of the committee 
on rules for tomorrow. There have been 
meetings beforé, but Mr. Carlisle, the only 
democratic member, except Mr. Randall, who 
is yet ill, has been excluded. Itis probably 
Mr. Reed's idea to lead the dem- 
ocrats into the belief that he _ is 
going to report the rules. They, however, 
have no confidence in this, but will tomorrow 
learn what is to be done, and if it is the opin- 
ion that Quay’s plan is to be adopted; then 
there will be a democratic caucus to decide 
upon a plan of procedure. All the leading 
democrats favor making a fight on everything 
that comes up until rales are adopted, In 
other words, they will decide to compietely 
block legislation by refusing to 
vote and demanding a quorum until 
rules are adopted. They think it 
impossible for Reed to get around this, but 


- the republicans are of opinion to the contrary. 


At any rate it will precipitate a bitter and 
lengthy fight and will probably lead to the in- 
troduction of a resolution by some democrat to 
the effect that the speaker is arbitrary, unjust, 
partial and partisan. Of course such a resolu- 
tion cannot pass, but it will go on record 
and be the _ first instance of the 
kind in the history of the house. 

In speaking of the republican programme 
tonight, a democratic senator, who heard a 
conversation between two of his republican 
colleagnes, says the plan is a political one en- 
tirely. It is simply to lead the democrats into 
blocking legislation and then cry out to the 
country that it is the southern brigadiers who, 
in their desire to fight the war over again, are 
preventing the enactment of legislation simply 
because it is proposed by northern republicans. 
It is, he says, simply a game to array the 
north against the south. They will attempt to 
make everything sectional and build up a new 
prejudice against the democratic south. 

THE UNSEATING BEGINS. 

Today the republican members of the com- 
mittee on contested election were guilty of an 
unprecedented and most remarkable action. 
They refused to consider the evidence in West 
Virginia case of Smith vs. Jackson, 
and passed a_ resolution to unseat 
the coutestee. This is admitted one 
of the most flagrant acts of partisanship that 
has ever occurred and Judge Crispis prepar- 
ing a strong report protesting against the ma- 
jority report. Yesterday afternoon when the 
committee met it was decided to adjourn over 
until this morning, when the evidence as to 
iilegal votes owas to be carefully 
considered at the meeting this morning. 
Chairman Rowell, of Ilinois, announced that 
the committee would not have time to con- 
sider the evidence. This was a surprising 
statement, and utterly unheard of. 

‘‘Not time enough!’’ exclainied several of 
the democratic members. ‘‘He should take 
time and a matter of this kind cannot be set- 
tled off hand. We must consider the merits 
of the case.’” 

Chairman Rowell did not agree. .He con- 
tended that it was unnecessary to go over the 
evidencein the first place, and secondly, that 
there was not time to consider the evidence in 
each of the seventeen contested cases before 
them., 

‘‘I always understood that the chief utility 
of the stcnographic notes of the evidence lay 
in their conciseness for referenee,”’ said Judge 
Crisp, dryly. 

Mr. Rowell insisted there was not enough 
time and a resolution was presented in favor 
of unseating Judge Jackson, to make room 
for the contestant, Smith. The demo- 
crats protested vehemently. Judge Crisp 
insisted that if the resolution 
were put to a vote, the yeas and nays should 
be called. This was finally done, resulting in 
the nine republican members voting in favor 
of the resolution and the democrats against it. 
The reports will likely be made to the house 
on Friday. There will be a big fight over this 
case, as it means the entering wedge to unseat 
the majority of the seventeen democrats 
whose seats are being contested. The repub- 
licans will make a grand rally. The party 
whip will be vigeronsly wielded to get all the 
republican members in line, and some 
fierce debates will undoubtedly occur. 
The republicans’ oniy hope is to increase 
their present majority, which is entirely too 
small for working purposes. They.are anxious 
to do this, but the contest for the site of the 
world’s fair is dividing them. The Chicago

Pendleton to give his yote underany such 
promise, for, after the world’s fair question is 
exhausted, he would undoubtedly be left in 
the lurch. 
Judge Stewart's Prison Bill. 

Wasninaton, January 22.—{Special.J]— 
Judge Stewart's federal prison bill was under 
discussion nearly all of the day in the house. 
Amendment after amendment was, however, 
offered and the bill was not voted upon. Judge 
Stewart had chargeof the matter on the floor, 
and made the opening speech. He said five 
presidents. and. two attorney generals had 
recommended such prisons. He referred to 
the friction between the federal and state 
authorities as to the management of federal 
prisoners, and gave that as a reason 
for the necessity of passing the bill. 
He then showed that some states had refused 
to accept federal prisoners in their jails and 
penitentiaries. He showed that taking pris- 
oners from a warin toa cold climate for im- 
prisonment ruined their health. It often pro- 
duced death and was barbarous. He stated 
the cost of keeping prisoners under the present 
system to be $400,000 annually; which is_ the 
interest on $10,000,000 at four per cent. That 
his bill only requiréd an outlay: of $1,000,000, 
and that the prisoners would self-support- 
ing. 

The bill will, in all probability, vass. “Then 
the president and attorney general, or secre- 
tary of the interior, will have to decide upon 
the locations. 

ATLANTA WILL HAVE TO WORK. 

Heretofore it has been considered quite prob- 
able that Atlanta would get the southern one, 
but it is understood there will be a fight on it. 
St. Louis, Louisville, Memphis, Nashville, 
Birmingham, and other cities south of the 
thirty-ninth degree, besides Atlanta, will enter 
the contest rise g it is going to take some lively 
hustling on the part of the Georgia delegation 
and the citizens of Atlanta to get that, if At- 
lanta can get it at all.

FEDERAL PRISONS. 


The House Discusses Mr. Stewart's Bill for 
the Erection of Prisons. 

WASHINGTON, January 22.—After routine morn- 
ing business, the house resumed, in committee of 
the whele, consideration of the Oklahoma town 
site bill. The third seetion—the only one remain- 
ing in dispute—was finally adopted. The commit- 
tee rose and the bill was passed. 

Mr, Stewart, of Georgia, from the committee on 
the judiciary, reported a bill authorizing the at- 
torney general aud the secretary of the interior to 
purchase two sites—one to be located north and 
one south of the thirty-ninth degree of north lati- 
tude—and to erect thereon buildings for the con- 
finement of ‘United States prisoners, at a cost of 
$500,009 each; and appropriating $100,000 for the 
erection of workshops. 

Mr. Holman raised the point of order that the 
bill mast receive its first consideration in com- 
mittee of the whole. 

_ The speaker overruied the point of order, and 
Mr. Rotnsa took an appeal. 

The decision of the speaker was sustained— 
yeas, 143; nays, 122. 

Then Mr. McCreary, of Kentucky, moved that 
the house go into committee of the whole for the 
‘purpose of considering the bill. This was 
agreed to. 

In eommittee, Mr. Hotman raised the point of 
order that the bill was not in committee of the 
whole; but the chairman, (Burrows), of Michigan, 
held that the motion of Mr. McCreary carried the 
bill to the committee. 

ANOTHER PRISON SUGGESTED. 

On motion of Mr. Clunie, of California, an 
amendment was adopted providing for the pur- 
chase of three sites and erection of three build- 
ings, the additional one to be located west of the 
Rocky mountains. A second section, provides 
that the convicts be employed exclusively in the 
manufacture of supplies for the government. 

Mr. Spinola, of New York, offered an amend- 
ment providing that convicts shall not be em- 
ployed in the manufacture of any goods or mer- 
chandise that are manufactured in any partof the 
United States. Rejected. 

Mr, McCreary, of Kentucky, offered an amend- 
ment providing that the convicts shall not be 
worked outside of the prison enclosure. Adopted. 

Mr. Cummings, of New York, offered an amend- 
ment providing that,everything manufactured by 
the eonvicts shal! be branded “‘prison made,” 

Mr. Raines, of New York, offered an amendment 
providing that the»convicts be employed ex- 
clusively in the magufacture of such supplies for 
the government as can be manufactured without 
the use of machinery. — 

This amendment was discussed at some length 
by Messrs. Raines, Farquehar, Spinola Lansing of 
New York, Pendleton of West Virginia, Breckin- 
ridge of Kentucky, Enloe of Tennessee, and Morse 
of Massachusetts. 

The amendment was agreed to—104 to 65, 

Pending further action, the committee rose. 

Mr. McKinley, from the committee on ways and 
means, reported back the customs administrative 
bill, and it was referred to the committee of the 
whole. 

Mr. McKinley then moved that the house go into 
committee, stating that as soon as the committee 
was in session, he wouJd move thatit rise and that 
the house adjourn; but this did not prove satis- 
factory to the democrats, and Mr. Crisp moved an 
adjournment. 

The speaker decided the motion lost—eighty- 
three to Fighty-eight, and the yeas and nays were 
called. 

The motion to adjourn was lost—yeas ninety- 
four, nays 100. 

The motion then recurred on Mr. McKinley’s 
motion te go into committee; but, as it was evi- 
dent that the democrats would demand the yeas 
and nays, Mr. McKinley moved to adjourn, which 
motion was, at 5:30 o’clock, agreed to. 


THE BLAIR BILL. 


The Senate Has Named a Day for Its Consid- 
eration. 

WASHINGTON, January 22.—The senate resumed 
consideration of the bill that was discussed yes- 
terday to require the superintendent.of the census 
to ascertain what percentage of people own their 
farms, the number of farms under mortgage and 
the amount thereof. 

Diseussion was kept up for nearly two hours, 
going largely over the questions of the tariff, of 
silver, of over-production, and of steamship sub- 
sidies.

“The protocols of the several sessions, herewith 
submitted, show the discussion which took 
on each of these important heads, and in 
the successive stages by which the 
of the three governments thereon 
come into harmony. The result is, in fhe 
main, entirely in accord with the instructions 
which the American plenipotentiaries acted. Itis 
proper to observe thatthe mattera in res of 
which an agreement seemed most difficult were 
the restoration of the status que, the formation of 
a stable government without the preporderance of 
influence on the part of any of the treat 
and the raising of revenue for the m mance of 
that povernment, _ As to the first of ints, 
the chief obstacle to an unqualified renewal of the 
status, which existed when the c Tences of 
Washington were held, was found in the reluc- 
tance of Germany to admit such, a situation as 
would appear to leave Mataafa, against whom she 
had dectared war, eligible for the iree choice of 
the natives asking. It is confidentiy believed 
that the final accord removes __ these 
difficulties and the Samoans themselves, in the 
exercise of the freedom which they are to continue 
to enjoy, appear to have-effected a practical solu- 
tion of the matter. 

“On second point, the danger of preponderating 
influence on the part of any one of the three pow- 
ers is obviated by taking the chief fereign ad- 
visor and judge from a neutral nation. The rev- 
enue question has been adjusted, with due regard 
to the limited resources of the natives and the ob- 
ligation of the three powers to sliare in the bur- 
den which, by the force of circumstances, it has 
been necessary to impose in the protection of 
their common interests and for the maintenance 
of peace and order. 

‘In conclusion the secretary expresses thejhope 
that the act may be condusive to the good govern- 
ment of Samoa under native autonomy and to the 
lasting settlement ofthe vexed questions, which 
have agitated the three powers in their complex 
relations to these islands.” 

The enclosures begin with the general act signed 
at Berlin, gure 14th, last, in regard to the 
neutrality d autonomous government of the 
Samoan islahds,and providing for the equal rights 
therein of the three governments and their 
subjects. 

Then follow the protocols of the conference 
from April 20th until June 14th. These show, 
step by step, how the treaty was constructed. 
The first four days’ proceedings were devoted 
to the question of land titles, establishment of 
a supreme court, the municipal government of 
Apia and the taxation and revenue of Samoa. 
In the thirtieth day’s session, while the form 
of government was underconsideration, Count 
Bisinarck, while accepting the principle of the 
election of a king, said that he was bound to 
make one exeeption in person of Mataafa 
on account of outrages committed by his people 
on the dead and wounded German sailors, lying 
dead and wounded on the fieldof action. The 
British representative considered the excep- 
tion as fair and said that a peaceful election 
was not then possible, and that the only solu- 
tion of the difficulty was the acceptance of the 
American suggestion for the restoration of the 
status quo and the reinstatement of Malietca. 
Count Bismarck accepted the suggestion as 
sensible, and Mr. Kasson suggested that it be 
referred to the committee on review. The 
protocols close with an expression of esteem 
entertained by the British and American com- 
missioners for Count Bismarck, who rendered 
efficient services as presiding officer, with fair- 
ness and impartiality.

THE AFRO-AMERICANS. 


They Will Present Their Petition to the 


President Today. 

WASHINGTON, January 22.—The committee ap- 
pointed by the National Afro-American League 
convention, recently held in Chicago, to present 
to the executive and con a petition for the 
enactment of legislation to secure to the colored 
people their rights under the constitution, ar- 
rived here today, and will present the following 
to President Hrrison tomorrow morning: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 22, 1890.—To. His 
Excellency, Benjamin Harrison, President of the 
United States—Mr. President: Endorsing ’as we 
do, the sentiments as expressed in your message 
to congress, regarding the rights of Afro-Amer- 
icans, who form such a large and potent element 
of the political party with which you are identified, 
we have the honor to inform you that we have 
been appointed by the executive committee of the 
National Afro-American league, under instruc- 
tions of the national convention, held in the city 
of Chicago, the 15th, 16th and 17th insts., to peti- 
tion the executive and congress forthe enact- 
ment of such laws, and the enforcement of those 
already enacted, as will secure to us our rights as 
citizens gnaranteed under the national constitu- 
tion and its amendments. Recent. outrages 
in the south, and those committed against us in 
the discharge of our ag in the selection of our 
national representatives at each sueceeding 
election, are becoming more appalling and 
astrocious. Weare only citizens inname. Our 
will at the ballot-box is completely thwarted, and 
the result is an unjust representation given to our 
enemies to the great detriment of ‘ourselves and 
the entire nation.

TWO GOOD PROJECTS 


Advanced tothe City Council by Chairman 
Walker, of the Board of Health. 

Macon, Ga., January re whys rata 
is a project on foot between the city and county 
to drain the surface water of the swamp lands 
below the city in order to make better the 
general health of the lower part of town, and 
—— of the entire city. The cost, it is esti- 


mated, will not be over $2,000, perhaps not 
more than $1,500. The county, it is under- 
stood, has already expressed itself —. to 
pay half of the expenses. Chairman Walker, 
of the board of health, is very much in favor 
of the scheme. He advances to city council 
another matter of greatimportance. It is in 
reference to the suburban population of Macon: 
He says, in his report to council: 

East Macon, Vineville, Huguenin Heights and 
that territory south and west of Boundary street, 
have a population of ten or twelve thousand in- 
habitants. These people have no health depart- 
ment or sanitary regulations to co-operate with 
the health department of Macon, in preventing 
the introduction of infectious or contagious dis- 
eases or suppressing any epidemic that may 
finda lodgment here. eir close approxima- 
tion would retard any effort on the _ part 
of the Macon health department in preventing the 
introduction and spread of epidemics. n a 
sanitary point of view, an epidemic of yellow 
fever or small pox ateither one of these points, 
means an epidemic for Macon. This isa matter of 
paramount oe on gente to Macon’s health and 
interest. We think it the duty of your board to 
confer with the county commissioners, and advise 
the organization of a county board of health.”

Appropriation to Advertise the Georgia 
Chautaugqua—Other Business. 

ALBANY, Ga., January 22.—[Special.}—An im- 
portant called meeting of the city council was 
held this afternoon.

Walking Into a Barroom, He Sits Down by 
the Stove, and, After Warming, Walks to 
the Back Door and Shoots Himeelf. : 


A tall stranger walked into Hollis’s saloon, 
No. 16 Marietta street, a few minutes after 7 
o’clock last evening. 

He looked a little queer, and muttered 
something about warming himself. 

It was observed that the man looked wild 
and kept fumbling at his legs as if they hurt 
him. a 

He sat there about fifteen minutes, and 
rising walked out through a glass door in the 
rear of the building. 

A MUFFLED REPORT 
startled those who were in the bar room, anda 
negro help remarked : : 

“That man’s killed himself.’”’ 

He saw the stranger reel, and, with Mr 
Hollis, ran to the door. The man was lying 
just on the threshold, gasping faintly, and a 
stream of blood was trickling from a hole in 
the right temple. An old-fashioned Smith & 
Wesson revolver, thirty-two caliber, lay by his 
side, with four chambers loaded and the fifth 
empty.’ 

An officer was summoned, and a man ran 
for a physician, but it was unnecessary. When 
the police arrived he was dead. Coroner 
Avary was notified, and, with Dr. Alley, 
examined the stranger’s person and endeavored 
to identify him. 

In his purse were a number of papers, one a 
receipt for three dollars, signed by H. C.

The y was taken to the undertaking es- 
tablishment of C. H. Swift & Co., and a jury 
summoned in inquest. 

A MAN WHO KNEW HIM. 

By a strange coincidence, Mr. W. M. Gra- 
ham, of Sumter, 8. C., was at the Markham, 
and hearing of the suicide, he appeared before 
the jury and fully identified the man as Kopff, 
a bookkeer for A. A. Soloman, a merchant in 
that town. Hehas a widowed mother and 
sister there, who have been greatly distressed 
since he left there, some months ago, and it is 
supposed that they were not aware of his 
whereabouts. His brother died a short time 
ago, and two or three weeks ago he left his 
home without saying where he was going. 

The mother and sister own a nice home and 
Kopff need not have suffered for lack of money. 
He was always a quiet, inoffensive man. Ho 
be about thirty-five years of age, and unmar- 
ried. 

HIS APPEARANCE IN ATLANTA. 

The first that was learned of his appearance 
in Atlanta was about the 15th of Seana, 
when he went to a pawnbroker and pawned a 
silver watch for $3.25. He gave his name 
there as ‘‘A. C. H. Knowles.”’ He never re- 
turned for the watch. 

About a week ago he introduced himself to 
two gentlemen in a storeas A. C. H. Knowles, 
saying that he was from Sumter, 8. C. 

Yesterday he approached a man on Marietta 
street and said: 

“Can a man get anything to do in this 
town ?”’ 

‘*“What do you want to do?’’ 

“‘T am a bookkeeper, but I am willing to do 
almost anything to help feed the babies,’’ he 
replied, and walked on. That was about 4:30. 

All efforts toarrive atsome clue as to his 
conduct in trying tochange hisname from 
Kopff to Knowles were fruitless, and the only 
solution of the mystery of his death was that 
he had come to the city in search of work; and 
failing to get anything to do, he exhausted the 
little money that he could raise by pawning 
his watch, and becoming disheartened he shot 
himself. He-had evidently made up his mind 
fully, and did the deed deliberately. The ver- 
dict of the jury was that he came to his death 
by his own hand. 

During the investigation Mr. A. G. Moses 
fully identified the man, having known him 
for a long while in Sumter, as a bookkeeper. 
Kopff was a quiet and unassuming man in his 
manners, and was a good man at his business. 

The remains were prepared for burial by Mr. 
Swift, and they will probably be sent to Sum- 
ter this morning. Telegrams were sent to his 
relatives there ae night by Mr. Graham and 
Dr. J. C. Avary. 


GENERAL LEE IN GEORGIA. 


His Two Visits to This State—When and 
Where He Came. 

The Brunswick Times telis of General Lee’s two 
visits to southeast Georgia, one in 1861 and one in 
1870; 

General Lee’s birthday is of more than passing 
interest to Brunswick, and Georgia, from the fact 
that the general himself has twice visited here, 
and also because his father, Light Horse Harry 
Lee, of revolutionary fame, is buried on Cumber- 
land island. 
THE FIRST VISIT 


of General Robert E. Lee to this section was in 
1861, when he came to inspect the fortifications at 
Fernandina, Cumberland and St. Simon’s. 

Many of the old members of the Brunswick 
Riflemen remember this visit, for they were in 
quarters at Camp Semmes at the timo. Many, too, 
are the pleasant memories of that visit. How 
General Lee came to their quarters, accompanied 
by his full staff, without having given them a 
moment’s teovicneany how the vessel which brought 
him, the steamer Reliance, steamed up in front of 
their camp one ae just at sunup; how the 

eneral was amused at the palmetto tents that had 
n erected by the members of the company in- 
stead of the canvas tents provided for them. 

These and other incidents of that visit are often 
thought of by the old members of the Riflemen. 

It was General Lee’s second visit, however, that 
was of most interest to Brunswick people. 

THIS VISIT WAS MADE 
in the spring of 1870, about five months before 
General Lee’s death. It became generally known 
throughout the place that he would arrive by 
steamer from Savannah on a certain day en route 
to visit his father’s tomb at Dungeness. ., 

At last the day for the arrival of the steamer, 
Lizzie Baker, which was then plying between Fer- 
nandina and Savannah, came around. It was on 
this vessel that General Lea was coming, and 
when she arrived at her docks almost the entire 
populace was gathered there to meet the honored 
commander of the armies which defended the 
“lost cause.”” The enthusiasm was great. Even 
those whu fought on the opposite side in. the great 
struggle were thereto shake the hand of ‘the 
world's greatest general.” 

For three hours General Lee was in Brunswick, 
and during the entire time he was kept busy shak- 
ing hands with those who

From Brunswick the great hero went to his 
father’s grave. The scene there was a most pa- 
thetic one.

FOR «oat FIRST TIME. 

Sak w. .? Aabienen Elected. President 
and the Terms of Office ‘Settled - by Lot—' 
The Prospects: Discussed. Mie <n 

Tie first : the board: -of trustees of 
the. Georgi — } Normal-and . Industrial 
school, was held yesterday morning, -at- the 
*¢apitol. 

The members of the board are: 

Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, of Coweta; Hon. F. 
¢;. duBignon, of Chatham; Hon... , Si. Clay, 
of Cobb; Hon. Patrick Walsh, of Richmond; 
Hon. T. F. Newell, of Baldwin, and Hon. R. 
N. Lamar, of Baldwin. 

At 11 o'clock eyery memibet wis present, 
and the meeting was called to order. It was 
decided that the first duty was to elect a pres- 
ident and secretary, which resulted in the 
unanimous choice of Colonel W; T. Atkinson 
as president and Hon. R. N. Lamar as secre- 
tary. The office to which Mr, Atkinson was 
elected makes him ex-officio a trustee of the 
state university. 

The act of the legislature which created the 
board, provided that the members chosen by 
the governor should serve different periods. 
Two members would continue in office two 
years, two others for four years, and three 
members should hold their places for six 
years. The act also provided that the length 
of service should be settled by lot. 

In compliance with the law, seven slips of 
paper were placed in a hat by Secretary La- 
mar, and each gentleman drew one. The re- 
sult was that Messts. Atkinson and duBignon 
will serve two years, Messrs. Clay and Newell! 
four, and Messrs. Walsh, Walker and Lamar 
will serve for six years. As there was no 
further - business possible, the meeting ad- 
journed to meet at Milledgeville on the Ist of 
February. 

Then the members of the board discussed 
the prospects of the industrial schoo! 
for over an hour. It was decided 
that when the board meets in 
Milledgeville an examination of the property 
donated by the state to the institution will be 
made, andifitis not found suitable efforts 
will be made to secure some other site on 
which to locate the buildings. The act of the 
legislature, leaving it entirely to the discretion 
of the board to use » the land donated er not, so 
long as the school is located at Milledgey ille. 

The property is now rented, and is bringing 
in $850 a year, which, since the first of 
Janwary, has been placed to the credit of the 
board of directors. It- was thought possible 
that it might be best to continue the lease. No 
decision was reached, however. 

Another subject of vital interest, which was 
informally considered, was that of obtaining 
the money to build the houses necessary. The 
first appropriation will not be available until 
1891, and it is then epencens. on the lease of 
the State road. The $850 income from the 
property donated was not considered sufficent 
to be of much practical use where thousands 
will be needed immediately. 

Lhe people of Milledgeville are enthusiastic 
on the subject. of the school, and they have 
azreed to donate $10,000 tow ard the buildings. 
The board thonght it possible that this mon¢y 
might be obtained immediately, or that the 
city might advance the necessary money and 
take as security the appropriation which will 
become due in 1891 

Another plan discussed was to make terms 
with some contractor, if such an one could be 
found, who would erect the buildings and wait 
until next year for payment. 

The board decided that the very earliest 
date by which the Normal school ‘eould be 
placed itn operation would be the fall of 1891. 

During the afternoon the governor issued 
commissions to the members of the board ar- 
cording to the term of service which had been

peared in the papers of this state some weeks ago, 
i now beg tocall public attention further to the 
matter of saving pork. Very shortly after the 
opentletter referred to, there was quite a change 
in the temperature of the weather, the thermome- 
ter having risen to the freezing point in the lati- 
tude of Atlanta. But changes may and doubtless 
wil! occur that will seriously endanger. the meat 
crop, particularly the joints. Ihave actively in- 
vestigated the methods heretofore pursued by 
others, both as to the best way to save pork which 

was slaughtered during these Indian summers and 
escaped taint, and also those who were less for- 
tunate and who managed to save their meat after 
the taint had setin. In aformer letter the plan of 

-Saving meatin New Zealand, where the thermome- 
ter ranges the year round from 54 degrees to 74 
degrees Farenheit, was given by Mr. Edward Par- 
sons, of this city, many yearsa resident of that 
country, which was as follows ; 

Kili, cut up and dry salt for forty-eight hours. 
Then make a pickle or brine strong enough to float 
an egg or Irish potato, to which add a haif ounce 
of saltpeter for every hundred pounds of pork. 
In this pickle place the meat, turning it over 
every day for the first week, every two “days for 
the second week, and every three or four days for 
the third and fourth weeks. It is then ready to be 
hung up and smoked. 

Mr. J.M. W iliams, of Hawkinsville, Pulaski 
county, and an old resident of lower Georgia, 
kindly furnishes me the following” recipe for re- 
moving the taint from joints. “He is confident 
that where the joints are not too badly tainted 
that the subjoined method will restore the affected 
parts almost, if not quite, to their original heaith- 
ful condition: 

Make a strong tea of cayenne or red pepper,and 
set to boil. Take the hams and shoulders, and 
having opened the joints, “y * them in the boiling 
fluid, holding them in it for froma half to a 
minute. After taking them out, fill the opening 
in the joints with salt and pack away, covering 
well with clean salt. I have used this method for 
many years, and never knew it to fail to save 
meat. 

Mr. Edgar Dozier, of this city, sonof the late 
John B Dozier, a prominent farmer of Muscogee 
county, this state, gives the following as his 
father’s method of handling méat which gave in- 
dication of taint, and says that he never lost a 
pound so treated: 

Make a ‘strong brine of salaratus in one pot 
_gnda very strong decoction in another. Set both 
to boil, and. having unjointed the hams and 
shoulders, dip them. first in the es brine and 
then. in the decoction of salaratus, holding them 
in each about a minute. Then hang up to dry, 
sometimes smoking them. 

Another prominent agriculturalist suggests the 
following, which he has used fer years with the 
most satisfactory results 

For 1,000 pounds of meat mix with 100 pounds of 
salt, two pounds of saltpeter, one an al half 
pounds of cloves, one pound of cayenne per, six 
pounds of: brown sugar, and dissolve t whole in 
water. Then boil slowly and skim well until the 
brimne is strong enough to float anegg. If nec- 
essary add more salt, Trim meat well and pack 
in water- tight barrels, and when the compound is 
cold pour in until the meat i6 covered and weight 
down 50 as to keep the meatsubmerged. Keep on 
hané —— a the On ate on sO as

take it out, wash welland hangup to. dry. This 
should be done in dry weather, and it: would be 
well to dry out with slow fires. When thoroughly 
dry take down and pts up neatly in a covering of

It should be borne in mi that the skipper fiy 
commences its depredations any time between the 
15th of February and the last of March.- It is

That disposes of the case until March, 
THE LAW REFERRED TO. 

The ae ial tax imposed is figured on this 
basis. The comptroller general ascertains the 
total value of the Salimad cars used in the 
United States and elsewlere; the total mile- 
age over which the cars are run; and the 
total mileage in Georgia over which the cars 
are run. 

The tax is assessed on a part value of the 
cars, bearing to the whole value the relation 
that the mileage in Georgia bears to the total 
mileage over which the cars are run, at the 
rate fixed in the general tax act. 

In this particular case the value of the cars 
Was estimated by the comptroller to be $17-,. 
000,000, and the tax on Georgia’ $ pro-rata part 
of it was $3,160.54. 

The bill in court points out, first, that their 
businesa is an interstate one. In the second 
place, they claim the tax is a special one, dis- 
criminating against non-resident property- 
owners—in violation, therefore, of a constitu- 
tional provisicn that such ad valorem taxes 
shall be uniform. Furthermore, fast freight 
cars and improved cars in which: cattle are 
transported, though owned by foreign com- 
panies, are not taxed in Georgia, as are sleep- 
ing cars. This comes under the same objec- 
tion to non-uniform ad valorem taxes. 

Lastly, they claim that their cars are not 
liable to seizure, even if the tax is valid, be- 
cause the cars are constantly being changed 


from one state and from one line to another,’ 


and have no taxable situs in Georgia. Of the 
111 Pullman sleepers coming into and going 
out of Georgia only two make a journey be- 
tween two terminal points both in the state. 
These are the two sleepers on _ the 
East Tennessee, ~ Virginia 
gia between Atlanta and Bruns- 
wick. The earnings of these sleepers is only 
per cent of that earned by the sleepers three 
making interstate trips intoand out of Georgia. 
TWO OTHER PULLMAN CASES. 

In 1887 alaw was passed levying a special 
taxon sleeping cars owned by non-resident 
companies. The discrimination: was clearly 
expressed in the law. 


his tax was resisted and two temporary in- 


junctions were had against the. comptroller 
and the sheriff—one by the Pullman Palace 
Car company, and one by the Pullman South- 
ern Car company. ‘These two companies. are 
now consolidated, and both cases hold against 
the Pullman Palace Car company. 

Those two cases have never been tried, and 
it was agreed by the counsel interested on both 
sides that all three cases should be tried at the 
same time, probably in March.

A Word to Our Young Men. 

In an interesting talk with a CONSTITU- 

TION man the other day, President Kincaid, 
of the Griffin mills, said: 
’ “What the south needs above all things is men. 
ZI havea situation at a handsome salary for any 
young man of sense who will go through the tech- 
nological school and graduate, and then spend 
three years at hard work in a cotton mill. We 
meed such men for superintendents.” 


Every word uttered by President Kincaid 
weighs aton. We need skilled labor. We 
meed young men of education, who will put 
their brains into their work. 

It was all very well under the old condi- 
tions for the sons of wealthy men to enter 
the learned professions. In those days a 
rich man could afford to practice law or 
medicine simply as a sort of by-play, but 
times have changed, and the future of the 
south must be worked out by men who know 
how to develop our material resources. 

We can get along without swelling the 
ranks of the politicians, lawyers and doctors. 
What we need, more than anything else, is 
skilled labor. 

Once, it must be admitted, there was a 
prejudice against labor. That has 
died out. The leading citizens. of 
every free commonwealth are the  pro- 
alucers—the men who turn swamps and 
forests into smiling farms, the builders of 
towns, cities, factories and railways, the 
developers of mines and ther natural re- 
sources. These are the men who win fame 
and fortune, and lead the people, and make 
themselves a power in the land, and in the 
councils of the nation. 

It is a thousand times better to go through 
the technological school, and march at the 
head of our industrial procession, than to 
starve in a shabby genteel way in a profes- 
sional office. Our brainy princes of industry 
are the first men of the country. They are 
stamping their impress upon our literature, 
our laws and our society. So far from rank- 
ing second to the learned professions, they 
dominate them. They control our news- 
papers and magazines, and pay our lawyers, 
doctors and preachers. They go to congress 
and negotiate our commercial treaties with 
the nations of the world. The student of 
the closet and the writers of books go to 
them forideas. The leaders of the social 
world look to them for all that makes mod- 
ern life enjoyable. é 

President Kincaid’s words are worth their 
weight in gold. We heartily commend them 
to every young man whois starting out in 
life, and hesitating before he takes the first 
step. There is more solid comfort and pros- 
perity in material progress than in anything 
else. The skilled and educated worker who 
adds to the sum of our general wealth will 
stand higher in every way than the young

a pauper, and leave his sons to begin life in 
their shirt sleeves. 


Moral Suasion. 

The Des Moines Register has been a 
strong advocate of prohibition, but after 
seeing its disgraceful failure during its five 
years trial in Iowa, it is beginning to think 
that moral suasion is better than a mere 


statute. 


Speaking of the work of Francis Murphy 


at Waverly, the Register says: 

Mr. Murphy has accomplished in ten days for 
this place what five years of prohibition had failed 
todo. He has virtually closed the saloons for 
want of patronage. If one-half the effort had 
been put forth in Iowa on the line of gospel tem- 
perance during the past few years that has been 
wasted in trying to reform men by law, there 
would not be an open saloon in the state today. 
Gospel temperance is the only thing that effectu- 
ally closes the saloon. Laws may close the front 
doorsin the rural towns, but drinking and 
drunkenness continue to increase where the 
people depend on the law to reform men of the 
@rinking habit. What is needed inlowa is more 
Murphys and less law, and more earnest work on 
the line of gospel temperance. 

The practical temperance reformers of the 
fountry will soon be on this line. As the 
Iowa paper said, what is needed is ‘‘more 
Murphys and less law.”’ 


Negroes as Democrats. 

; Editor Medill’s Chicago Tribune appears 
to be somewhat angry because a colored ed- 
itor, Thomas T. Fortune, of New York, has 
arrived at the conclusion that the easiest so- 
lution of the negro problem is for the col- 
wred voters to vote the democratic ticket. 

We do not know why Editor Medill should 
object to the application of this remedy, un- 
less it is because it is a political one. If this 
is the reason, Editor Medill should bear the 
fact in mind that he and his party have per- 
sisted in making the whole negro problem a 
political one, while the southern whites have 
mever regarded it as such. That the north- 
ern and republican view has been detriment- 
al to the best interests of the negroes as well 
as the best interests of the south and of the 
whole country. 

Will Editor Medill point to a single in- 
stance where northern republicans have not 
created undue irritation and revived old 
prejudices by interfering in southern mat- 
ters? What is the good of it all? What 


‘ has been or can be accomplished by this out- 


side pressue which northern people are so 
anxious to bring to bear on the negro ques- 
tion? If, as Editor Medill admits, all con- 
stitutional remedies have been exhausted by 
congress, why begina new and a hopeless 


erusad¢, such as Bill Chandler proposes, . 


which can only have the effect of firing race 
prejudices atthe south? Why not let the 
- megroes and the whites settle the questions 
between them in their own way, aided by 
time, and by that sense of justice and fair 
_piay that resides in the breast of every hon- 
est man? 

As to the proposition of the colored editor 
Pat the negroes vote the democratic ticket, 
we are of the opinion that it would be an 
effectiye remedy, but it is probably imprac- 
ticabl¢, It would bea good political edn- 
cation for the negroes, and would be in the 


' gress its celebrated annual message. ; 


Another remedy would be for the negroes 
to divide. In other words, as soon as the 
solid and threatening black vote is disposed | 


of in a reasonable way, there will be no 
longer a negro problem. If Editor Medill 
loves his country he ought to congratulate 
the colored editor for his suggestion. 


‘The Windom Bill. 


The silver bill that Secretary Windom has 
presented to congress has already been out- 


lined in his annual report, and 
features of it have been printed and com- 


mented on in these columns. ft ‘embodies, | / 
|  Theplan 


as our readers will remember, the proposed 
solution of the silver question in regard to 
‘which the esteemed administration had not 
made up-its able mind when it sent to con- 
2 

Itis not probable that Mr. Windom’s 
silver bill has been formulated or presented 
to congress with any serfous hope of its be- 
coming a law. We have no doubt it is of- 
fered in the hope of preventing or staving off 
rational and necessary legislation on the 
subject. 
which will, in the end, prove: beneficial to 
the one-metal theory ofthe gold-bugs of the 
east. To thisextent it may be successful, 
but there is not the slightest chance that the 
bill will become a law. 

The fatal objection to it is that it is not 
a measure in the interest of bimetalism, but 
is intended to repeal the present law, which 
has proven to be the mainstay of the finan- 
cial and commercial interests of the country. 
It isa sort of Trojan horse (as the Ohio 
country editor would remark) and in its 
wooden and Windom bowels lurk the ene- 
mies of silver. 

The country is not yet ready to see the 
power of regulating the price of silver placed 
in the hands of a secretary of the treasury, 
no matter how much judgment and discre- 
tion he might possess. Should this bill be- 
come a law, the secretary would have the 
power to suspend the purchases of silver by 
the government at any time that he is satis- 
fied that, through combinations or specula- 
tive manipulations of the market, the price 
of silver isarbitrary, nominal or fictitious; 
and yet there would be, under other pro- 
visions of the bill, no other market than that 
at the treasury, and no other price but that 
which the secretary might choose to pay. In 
other words, the government would have ab- 
solute control of the silver market, and 
would be able to fix the price of the metal 
absolutely. 

Thus, with this billa law, Mr. Windom 
or any other secretary of the treasury, would 
have the powér to place silver bullion on a 
par with gold, or he would be able to force 
the price below its present ruling. This is 
too great a responsibility to place in the 
hands of a secretary—especially a republican 
secretary, Who might enter into the silver 
speculation himself through the medium of 
asilent partner. ; 

Rationally treated, the silver problem is a 
very simple one. Silver should be remone- 
tized, and the way to remonetize it is to coin 
it free at the mints. Until this is done, the 
Bland law is good enough to be let alone. 


Banking Legislation. 

It is too early to forecast the amendments 
that will be added to our national. banking 
system during the present: session of con-’ 
gress. 

Some of the amendments proposed are’ 
very good, so far asthey go. The principle 
of a government guarantee for circulating 
notes, and the reduction of the tax on circu- 
lation will be generally approved. 

But our national banks fall very far short 
of the needs of the people, They are organ- 
ized and run in the interests of the mercan- 
tile or trading portion of the community. 
Their loans are made on such securities as 
business men naturally handle, stocks and 
bonds, but not on real estate, the only prop- 
erty the farmers have, and, in point of fact, 
the only property that is worth anything 
when we go to the bottom of the subject. 

If the national banking system could be 
amended so as to enable the banks to loan 
money on land, the farmers would not be 
forced to go to the land mortgage companies. 
They should be dealt with upon the same 
terms, so far as interest is concerned, that 
are granted to the merchants. With such 
help our farmers would be more independ- 
ent. They would save the exorbitant inter- 
est they are now paying, and the heavy 
prices charged them- when they buy on 
time. 

As matters now stand, the chief producers 

of the country are shut out from the benefits 
of our banking system, and the tax of ten 
per cent on the circulation of state banks 
has driven those local institutions out of ex- 
istence. 
- While our congressmen are considering 
the matter of banking legislation they should 
study the strained relations existing between 
the farmers and the national banks, and if 
possible remedy the evil.

THE Cincinnati Times-Star says: ‘The recent 
alleged chloroform case which startled the people 
of Newark, N. J., a case in which the corpse of a 
wife, an unconscious young lady companion, and 
a husband subsequently ‘threatening suicide, 
figured, and for which burglars were at first sup- 
posed to be responsible, is attracting almost as 
much attention in the east as has the Cronin trag- 
edy in the west. As interesting a feature of the 
case as has yet been developed is the utter dis- 
credit medical authorities throw on the story of a 
burglar’s use of chloroform. Dr. Snow, an au- 
thority on anaesthesia, many years ago expressed 
the belief that it was impossible to useas pungent 
a vapor as chloroform on a sleeper without 
awakening him. Stephen Rogers, of New York, 
the Medical Record says, places the possibility of 
the use of chloroform for burglarious purposes, 
almost beyond the pale of argument. Another 
New York authority by repeated experiments has 
shown that it fs easy to awaken the soundest 
sleeper,even when the napkin, containing the 
soporific drug, is held at considerable distance 
from his face. Anaesthesia, it urges, is rarely 
produced without a struggle and noise, and often 
it is accompanied with vomiting. The Record, in 
commenting on the sensation of Newark, asks: 

‘“*How could the deed be accomplished as ex- 
plained by the fact that one of the victims was 
found dead in bed and the other lying on the 
floor? Which one was chloroformed first? Is it 
possible to conceive that lying side by side, one or 
the other would not be awakened to give the 
alarm, even if the drug was administered to both 
at once? Or, was one promptly strangled,and the 
other simply overcome in her struggles subse- 
quently? With one murder staring themin the 
face what would have been the incentive of the 
criminals to commit another against such des- 
perate chances as a determined and desperate re- 
sistance by the remaining victim?*”

A Card from the Chairman of the Gwinnett

Chairman C. H. Brand, the chairman of the 
Gwinnett county congressicnal executive com- 
mittee, has the following card in this week’s 
Gwinnett Herald: 

Mr. Epnrror: I have been asked time and 
again, and have received letters from over the 
congressional district, requesting my views upon 
the question of *‘primaries” for the next race in 
the ninth. These inquiries of meare due to but 
asingle fact, it is candid to state, viz.: Ibeing 
chairman of the executive committee in this 
county, and being also a member of the executive 
committee of the district. For once and all, 
those inquiring and who have arightto know 
(and the people have a right to know the position 
of the committee) may know and understand that 
1 am thoroughly and emphatically in favor of 
wrimaries, and have been for many years. To be 

eld something like in this wise: 

Let the election, or a primary, be held in each 
militia district of each connty in the congressional 
district, and be managed—controlled and guarded 
by democrats—where every democrat, whether he 
calls himself or is calied an independent or organ- 
ized, so he is a democrat, may and shall have the 
right to cast his ballot for the candidate of his 
choice. Let all vote—black and white—who are 
legaliy qualified, and who are not republicans. 
Let the election be conducted or held by 
the justice of the pees. and the commit- 
teeman of that district, and a clerk. 
Let the polls be open and the election be held as 
other elections are held, with the same sacred- 
ness as to one’s ballet, and the same fairness and 
publicity. Let the returns be made by noon the 
next day to the executive committee, who shall 
assemble at the courthouse, and consolidate the 
vote, and declare who has received the highest 
number of votes, and that that candidate shall be 
declared the nominee of the county. 

The candidate who may thus receive the nomi- 
nation will, I believe, have opposition from no 
quarter. No sensible man would dare challenge the 
voice of the people by running counter to their 
expressed wishes. No, sir, the lucky man who 
shall thus be placed in charge of the banner of 
democracy of the ninth district, will ride over 
the mountains and sweep over the low counties 
like the wind, and one might as well undertake 
to stop the Nile with bull rushes, or bail the sea, 
as to prevent victory under a nomination made 
by such an open, fair and honest method.

Story 
of a Young Man Who Started Life Under 
the Happiest Aus 

P. Leo Sutherland is wanted in Clarksyille, 
Tenn., for * ; 

The chief of police of that city offers twenty- 
fiye dollars reward for his apprehension. — 


Sutherland is the notorious hero of a wild 


career of He is about twenty- 
five or thirty years of age, and the sonof a 
most respectable and once well-to-do farmer of 
Jefferson county. Some years ago the family 
removed to Baldwin county, and Young 
Sutherland started life under the fairest aus- 
pices. 

But he went wrong. About two and a half 

ears he committed forgeries on J. R. 
ercer & Co., of Dawson; Dan Lowe’s bank, 
of Fort Valley, and Head’s bank, of Forsyth. 
He skipped out to Eagle Pass, Texas, where 
he was located by Detective Shackleford and 
brought back to wson. The detective re- 
ceived the reward of $200 offered by Mercer & 
Co., for his arrest, and turned the prisoner 
over to the authorities of Terrell county. He 
was placed in jail on the charge of forgery. 
HE PROFESJED RELIGION 
while in jail, and became so thoroughly con- 
trite and repentant that he worked upon the 
sympathies of the people of Dawson. Through 
a intercessions of his father, Mercer & Co. 
agreed to a settlement of the forgery, and 
after being reimbursed for their losses, agreed 
not to prosecute the young criminal. 

The cases in Forsyth and Fort Valley were 
not pushed, as the amount of the forgeries 
were small, and young Sutherland was allowed 
to go free, after his family had paid out a 
large sum to save him. 

But he soon got into trouble again. Ingram 
& Coles, of Turin, Ga., were robbed of a lot of 
goods some few months later, and the stolen 

oods were shipped to Sutherland, or, at least, 
in his name, to Macon by the thieves. Again 
Detective Shackleford was called into requisi- 
tion, and soon located his man and arrested 
him a second time. 

Sutherland was carried to Griffin and lodged 
in jail. His father went to work to save him, 
and finally effected a settlement of the case, 
and secured his son’s release. 

The last crime was committed in Clarksville, 
Tenn. The forgery was probably a small one, 
as the reward offered isso small. The descrip- 
tion tallies exactly with the young man as he 
is known to the detectives, and Detective 
Shackleford recognized him as an old acquain- 
tance the moment he received the letter from 
the chief of police yesterday. 

The letter states that Sutherland repre- 
sented himself as a tobacco drummer, and 
claimed that his home was in Milledgeville.
